of tramps. The former, he «sid, had 
shown cousiderabls restraint in the §xing 
of rates, but tho latter were taking up.

wards conceded that the tramp owners were 
as patriotic ‘xa others ; they wore merely 
the victims of peculiar circumsteoces, Tho
